The physician prescribed for lier, but 
never seemed to understand her case.

witnessed the musical performances. 
He said 
she was undoubtedly asleep tho whole time at 
the piano. 
Oil oho occasion uke turned to 
him and said: 
“ ‘Oh, doctor I I see you don’t understand 
this; Lisette is not before you except iii boily. 
I am her mother. 
I can use her body. 
My 
name is There ne Bernard. 
I vn a reared in 
Lorraine, married in Paris. 
I taught music 
in Paris—it w as my graud passion. 
My hus­ 
band died on board ship as we came to Amer­ 
ica. 
I died iii New York a few months after­ 
ward. 
I have watched Lisette ever sine-*— 
you need not give bor medicine—she will soon 
be with me and Louis.” 
".She lingered till January la.-t and died a 
painless death. 
It was a gradual failing away. 
lier performance ceased lu December. 
After 
her death Mr. J. wrote to the amylum whence 
she came to know what tho record showed 
concerning her. The auswtr, bo far as appli­ 
cable, D us follows: 
"Bernard Lisette—Entered January 20, 1861, 
from meeker street tenement house. 
.Suppos­ 
ed to be four years old; mother died of starva­ 
tion; said to Im a French music teacher.— 
Lisette sent to Indianapolis April, 186i,” 
"She ucver touched th** piano when awake, 
hut sh*: said she would like to learn to play it. 
Nor did she, with hut two exceptions, | ’ay 
any pieces that were played in our house by 
auy person.”
